‘The application was granted 
and another vote was taken, which 
resulted in a majority of five for Mr. 
Sifton with seven objected ballots— 
marked for Dr. Brett and contained 
in envelopes—unaccounted. The 
court of revision decided that the 
men casting these ballots were not 
entitled to vote as they did not fulfil 
the requirements of the ordinance as 
to residence within the polling division. 
Three of them were admittedly not 
residents of the Canmore polling 
division, but not having voted at the 
general election were brought in from | 
other parts of the district, and voted 
at the re-opening of the Canmore poll 
as scrutineers. The judge on appeal 
by Dr. Brett from the court of re- 
vision reversed the decision of that 
eourt and allowed all seven of the 
objected ballots. These being counted 
gave Dr. Brett his majority of two. 
so that by admission of all parties 
concerned Dr. Brett holds the seat by 
a minority of one of the votes properly 
caat in the constituency. 

As it is understood that Mr. Sifton 
propotes to contest Dr. Brett's right 
to the seat under the controverted 
election ordinance, it is well that the 
public should understand right from 
the start whose ambition it is which 
put the constituency to the cost and 
turmoil of another election by his 
efforts to represent it bya minority 
vote. Mr. Sifton was unquestionably 
and admittedly elected by a majority 
of 20 at the general elections. By 
the device of getting an important 
polling division re-opened, and having 
all the influenee which he could bring 
to bear centered in that polling 
division, Dr. Brett was successful in 
cutting down Mr. Sifton’s majority. 
After all is said and done Mr. Sifton 
has still a majority of the actual 
voters of the division, bet through 
the understanding of the law by the 
judge that he has aot the power to 
strike out the three admittedly im- 


“As to the ballot of W. J. 
Walker, which was inadvertantly 
dropped in the bailot box without 
being placed in an envelope, after 
objection and request to serve him 
with a summons, the judge held 
that the enus was on the court of 
revision to deal with the matter and 
not in the man to prove his right 
to vote.” 

“ As to the votes of Dr. White, 
of Banff, and Chas. Grayson and R. 
O. Hobbs, of Dog Pond, cast at 
Canmore, he held that although he 
was not prepared to say that they 
had any right to vote at Canmore, 
It was a question which could be 
enquired into under the controvert- 
ed elections ordinance.” 

In the one case although there was 
only an irregularity the poll was 
opened. In the other case although 
the decision of the majority of the 
electors of the constituency was 
reversed by the casting of three im- 
proper votes the application to re- 
open the pol! was refused. 


INTERMIGRATION. 

A policy of immigration as opposed 
to one of intermigration was a part of 
the legacy of the late government 
which has been accepted by the new 
government. It is pleasing to note 
that in some cases what conservatives 
could not see when in power their 
eyes have become opened to since 
getting into opposition. In a recent 
speech in the house Rufus Pope, M. 
P. for Compton, son of the minister of 
agriculture under Sir John Macdonald, 
said : 

“There is a tremendous expenditure 
going on to bring in strangers. I do 
not know much of them, sometimes 
I hear good stories, and sometimes I 
hear bad. But there is a class of 
people that attract my attention, a 
class of people that I think deserves 
the consideration of the government 
of this country and that is our young 
Canadian boys. What is the matter 
with expending some of the money of | 
this country in settling some of our 
own people out west in comfortable
